Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to Claim 21, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a light source having at least one organic light-emitting-diode and a device 
adapted to position the test element in an optical path between the light, source and the 
photodetector, wherein the light source forms a composite structure including a support 
substrate, the 'imaging optics and the photodetector, and wherein the support substrate is 
transparent, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 43, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a composite structure including a light source formed by an organic light- 
emitting diode, an imaging optics, a photodetector having a polymer photodiode, and a 
transparent support substrate formed to support the light source, imaging optics, and the 
photodetector, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 44, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a light source having at least one organic light-emitting-diode; and a device 
formed to position the test element in an optical path between the light source and the 
photodetector, wherein the light source forms a composite structure including a transparent 
support substrate and the photodetector, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 
claim.
